The first SHORT we know of is Marcum Short born about 1756 probably Martin 
County NC. His son William was born in 1778 and died Nov. 1849. William's 
son Marcum Short born in Martin County NC lived in Greene County when he 
married Mary Lowe...Marcum, Mary and dad William moved to Hardeman 
County Tennessee before the treaty with the Indians at Noxapater, Mississippi 
known as the Dancing Rabbit Creek Treaty... September 27, 1830...Noxubee 
County was created on December 23, 1833...then the family moved to Pickens 
County, Alabama in the vicinity of Nashville Landing & Ferry on the Tombigee 
River.

HON. JOHN ALDEN, ancestor of most persons bearing the name ALDEN in this 
country, was one of the PLYMOUTH PILGRIMS, and the last male survivor of those 
who came in the MAYFLOWER in 1620. Не was not of Leyden Church, but, as 
Bradford in his "HISTORY OF PLYMOUTH PLANTATION" informs us,"was hired for a 
cooper at SOUTHEAMPTON, ENGLAND, Where the ship victualed;' and being à 
hopefully young man was much desired, but left to his own liking to go or stay 
when he came here; but stayed and maryed here." 


Undoubtly he was of early English stock. Тһе name was well known at the time 
of the NORMAN invasion in 1066. In Doomsday Book, the record of the census 
ordered by the CONQUEROR in 1086, the names Alden, Allden, Aldene and Aldenus, 
appear іп nearly all the counties that felt most impress of the Danish 
invaders in the ninth century. Many of them are written as "tennants in 
capite",that is, as holding land as directly from the King, and many more as 
having been land-owners in the time of Edward, the Confessor, or succeeding 
years. 


He lived in Plymouth until his removal to Duxbury in 1627 to the farm at "Eagle 
Tree Point" about eight miles distant from Plymouth. 


When Miles Standish wife died John Alden when he went ask Priscilla if she 
would consider marriage to Miles Standish..Priscilla apparently liked John 
Alden the best and is said to have said in a tremulous voice "WHY DON'T YOU 
SPEAK FOR YOURSELF, JOHN?'" 


for Priscilla Mullins: 

(priscilla Molines* or Mullens dau of William Holines survived the first winter 
that the Pilgrins arrived but her parents did not, nor did her brothers and 
servant. It is supposed that the Molines were French Hugenots. Mr Holines 
left a will and it was proved in Dorking Co.,Surrey England. He left a married 
daughter in England..Sara Blunder, also his son William was to һауе his fathers 
share if he following him to America..his son did come later and received his 
fathers grant of land in 1633 from Plymouth to the first born of "the old 
servants."

` The Pilgrims were not the first permanent settlers in 
the New World. But while earlier settlers had come 
seeking economic gain, the Pilgrims came because of 
their religious beliefs. They, too, wanted prosperity, but 
that was a secondary consideration. 


The Basic Terminology | 


Pilgrims = originally called “Separatists”because of their 
desire to separate themselves from the Church of England. 
They felt the official church needed reform, but that it could 
not be changed. The Puritans, on the other hand, felt that the 
existing church could be “purified” from within. The 
Separatists had, at one time, been Puritans. 

Using the term “Pilgrims” to mean the Plymouthsettlers is 
а rather recent practice. During most of the intervening 
history they were called “Forefathers” or simply 
“Founders.” A pilgrim is generally defined as anyone who 
travels to another country. 


Some words no longer in use, but commonly used by the 
Pilgrims were: forced egas — scrambled eggs; pottage — 
stew: whortleberries — blueberries; pipkins — saucepans; 
pompions — pumpkins; tares — weeds; pottles — jugs; 
sallat — salad: vergi — vinegar.

The Pilgrims, who held 
this country's first 
Thanksgiving, had no inten- 
tion of settling in America 
when they first left Eng- 
' land. They originally set- 
tled in Holland, where they 
lived for twelve years. But 
the Pilgrims were farmers; 
they were unable to adjust 

to the urban lifestyle of the 
Dutch, so they decided to go 
elsewhere. Ж 
On Dec. 11, 1620, the Pil- 
grims landed at Plymouth, 
Mass. Forty-seven of the 
102 newcomers perished 
during the bitter winter 
months which followed. All 
but four of the 18 women 
died. Those Pilgrims who 
did survive did so only be- 
cause of Squanto, an Indian 
who helped them build shel- 
ters and gather food. In the 
spring, Squanto helped the 
Pilgrims plant their first 
сгорз. It was the harvesting 
of these first crops which 
the Pilgrims celebrated on 
that first Thanksgiving. 

For many years after- 
ward, Thanksgiving was 
only sporadically observed. 

The first proclamation of 
a national Thanksgiving 
Day was made in 1789 by 
President George Washing- 
ton. The Pilgrims had been 
opposed to this idea of hav- 
ing a set day for Thanksgiv- 
ing. They believed that days 
of thanksgiving should be 
spontaneous responses to 
special, divine blessings. 


Thanksgiving Day 


Thomas Jefferson, also, 
was against the idea of a na- 
tionally proclaimed day of 
Thanksgiving. He consid- 
ered it contradictory to the 
concept of church/state 
separation. During his two 
terms as president, he dis- 
couraged the notion. 

Thanksgiving Day even- 
tually became an establish- 
ed, national holiday largely 
due to the efforts of Mrs. 
Sarah Josepha Hale. Mrs. 
Hale, beginning in 1827, 
made use of her position as 
editor of Ladies' Maga- 
zine to actively campaign 
for a national Thanksgiving 
Holiday. Mrs. Hale tireless- 
ly wrote editorials, gave 
speeches, and lobbied Con- 
gressmen. In 1863, her fight 
was won. President Abra- 
ham Lincoln declared that, 
henceforth, the last Thurs- 
day of each November 
would be а national 
Thanksgiving Holiday. 

President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, in 1939, changed 
the actual day to the third 
Thursday in November at 
the request of store owners 
who wanted a longer time 
between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. It was thought 
that this would allow more 
time for Christmas shop- 
ping. Public opposition to 
the change was so great 
that Congress, in 1941, is- 
sued a Congressional Reso- 
lution which permanently 
establishes Thanksgiving 
Day as the fourth Thursday 
in November. 


Squanto 


Squanto (1582-1622), a Раіихеі Indian, helped the — 
Pilgrims survive. Squanto, whose real name was 
Tisquantum, was born near where the Pilgrims landed. `- 
In 1614, he and 25 other Indians were captured by 
Englishman Thomas Hunt who sold them as slaves in . 
Spain. Squanto escaped and fled to England where he ` 
lived for several years with a rich merchant named John . 
Slanie. There he learned to speak English. In 1619 


` Squanto returned home, only to find that his village had” 


been wiped out by disease. He lived with a neighboring 
tribe until the arrival of the Pilgrims. After befriending 
the Pilgrims, he stayed with them until his death from 
fever. 


Related Concerns 


The Mayflower Compact was the first document promoting 
democracy in the New World. The Compact gave everyone, 
even servants, a voice in the government. The Compact was 
drawn up and signed by the Pilgrims in an effort to form a 
government to manage the infant colony. 


One of the first written treaties between Indians and white 
settlers involved the Pilgrims and the Wampanoag Indians. - 
The Indians were angry because the Pilgrims were stealing 
corn. Squanto arranged the treaty. | 


William Bradford is considered Ше "father” of American 
History because of his in-depth, accurate account of the 
Pilgrim settlement. His book, History of Plimmoth 
Plantation, took more than 20 years to write. It was not 
published until 1856. Bradford was the second governor of 
Plymouth Colony. 


The first criminal ser tenced to death in the colonies was a 
Pilgrim named John Bi lington. He was hanged for shooting 
to death a man with whom he had quarreled.
